As. tlie bill stood, it empowered (lie 


president to undertake a reorganiza- 
tion of the executive branch of the 
govcrmn'cnt with the knowledge that 
both houses of congress must specif- 
ically reject his orders to nullify them.

ified as compared with the bill which 
•caused such 'controversy last year. 
Many of the fighting issues of last 
year's mesaurc had been deleted. Wed- 
nesday, Republican amendments to 
curtail the president's authority still 
further were presented, but one after 
another they were beaten.

Demo- 
cratic leaders went inlo a huddle lo 
decide, whether they should adjourn 
the house and leave a final decision 
unlil Thursday, or reconsolidate their 
forces. Their answer was to go ahead. 


The ensuing roll call vote zig-zaggcd 


first one way and then the other, with 
neither side more than a few voles 
ahead at any time. When the "first 
call of the house" had been completed, 
Republicans were leading 185 to 182. 
Two calls of those who hud previously 
failed to answer their names showed 
Ihe close division continuing until jusl 
before llie end. 


Highly excited, Iho membership be- 


gan cheering ulmosl every vole, unlil 
toward conclusion of Ihe call, a suc- 
cession of "noes" showed Ihe Demo,- 
crals that the house had reversed il- 
sclf and given them the decision. 


A motion to send the biU back to 


committee was beaten, 24G to 153. Tho 
vole on passage, which ensued, follow- 
ed party lines almost unbrokenly. 


To MnUo Investigation 


The bill directs the president to in- 


vestigate Ihe executive branch of Ihe 
goverronent to determine 
whether 


changes can be made which would: 
Reduce expenditures, increase effi- 
ciency, group or regroup agencies in 
accordance with their purposes, reduce 
the number of agencies, eliminate 
overlaps unti duplication of effort. 


From possible regroupings, elimina- 


tions and consolidations a number of 
governmental branches, such as the 
Cicil Service Commission, the office 
of Uie complroller general, and Ihe 
Tariff Commission were exempted. Af- 
ter determining upon a reorganization 
plan, Mr. • Roosevelt would so notify 
congress, and unless bolh branches 
disapproved within GO days, his reor- 
ganization order would become effec- 
tive. 


Several amendments were adopted 


by the house, largely changes proposed 
bj; friends of the measure. One made 
the bill declare that the public interest 
required carrying out of its provisions. 
Another would prevent any reorgani- 
zation, plan from removing the power 
which 16 agencies have lo prepare bud- 
get eslimates. A third forbade crea- 
tion of any new execulive departments. 
A fourth exempted the Railroad Re- 
tirement Board, Railroad Readjustment 
Board and the National Mediation 
Board from reorganization, and a fifth 
lifted tha exemption from reorganiza- 
tion which the original bill gave the 
National Bituminous Coal Commission.

It was hailed in Wall Street as a 


victory for private industry parti- 
cularly for the private power in- 
dustry, but it docs not disurb Sena- 
tor Norris—although he does think 
thai Ihe $78,000,000 price agreed on is 
too high. 


'It certainly meets Ihe objcclion 


lliat TVA is unfair and unjust to 
private companies,", he says, "Why 
they're paying 510,000,000 more Ihan 
tlie property is physicUlly worth.' 


The purchase price, incidentally, is 


lo be raised by 'sale of bonds, and 
nol through a congressional appropri- 
tion.

It provides for sale of state- 
owned lands on a basis of appraised 
value rather than al a fixed rale of 
?! an acre, as at present. 


Tlie bill did nol carry an emergency 


clause, and will nol become effective 
until 90 days after it is signed.

while sales of slate-owned lands might 
not be as rapid as under a good title 
law, provisions in the bill for home- 
steadings would do much good in Ihe 
next two years'and therefore in re-

It .Will be said that this was a great rebuke to President Roosevelt, and it

', ^Neither deduction.will be justified. True, rejection of the Guam proposal 
sis- to some extent a rebuke to President Roosevelt and one particular item 
"of^his1 plans for national defense. But it is not a grave rebuke. For the

;fgreat for other items of Pacific defense.

Acording to Dr. D. C.-Collins, 
the number of deaths has increased 
during the last quarter,.of a century.

cognized as appenclictis which former- 
ly would have gone tmdiagnosed and 
in which the deaths would ..have b'een 
recorded as being due to petritonitis 
or some other condition. ,.

For this reason'.'hospitals' and in- 


stitutions throughout the. country' are 
constantly studying the' causes of ap- 
pendicits which come to their at-

Without any question, one of the 


important causes is the occurrence in- 
side the appendix (as determined at 
tlie time of operation) of small con- 
cretions or hard substances which 
bring abotu irritation, inflammation 
nnd secondary infection.
